A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

In regards to claim 1 , none of the references alone or in combination discloses 
the recording unit defining a point of interruption of the first video, and wherein when the 
second video data recorded and the reproduction management information recorded 
are available for an external reproducing device, the external reproducing device used 
the reproduction management information recorded to reproduce the second video from 
the point of interruption.
